A liberal application of ordinary stable ma 
pure will unquestionably produce a remuners- 
tive crop of wheat, but then it almost always 
prodgces a famous crop of foul weeds too. Be 
sides, the mejority of material piled on is that 
which wheat does not want, aod will not use 
under aay compulsion. Hence a needless out 
lay for that individual crop, and after a few 
years’ more experience we shall probably ali 
begin to learn that special mapuring, with quick 
acting fertilizers best adapted to the require 
ments of the grains or plants we intend to pro 
duce, is a practice far preferable to that of fer 
tibaing promiscuously with material not needed, 
aed two or three years in advance for crops that 
after all we may never put in. 

Every farmer ought always to consume every 
year all the manurial material made on the 
farm, whieh in geperai may be judiciously ex 
pended on meadow and pas:ure lands where the
